CROWD GATHERS AT 
THE CAPITOL EARLY 


Speaker Clark Predicts That 
Time Is Near at Hand 
When National Legislative 
Body Will Be in Virtually 
Continuous Session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Congress re- 
assembled at noon today for what prom- 
des to be the most important and his- 
toric session of a generation. 

Proceedings in both House and Sen- 
ate were brief, being confined entirely 
to organization and formal introduction 
of some bills and resolutions. In ac- 
cordance with custom, both soon ad- 
journed and sent a committee to formal- 
ly notify President Wilson that Con- 
gress was in session. 

Tomorrow the real work of the ses- 
sion will begin when President Wlison 
delivers bis annual address to a joint 
session assembled in the hall of the 
House. 

Speaker Clark was re-elected and 
sworn in amid cheers from the floor 
and galleries. In the Senate the organ- 
ization was perfected by the re-clection 
of Senator Clarke of Arkansas as pres- 
ident pro tempore. Vice President Mar- 
shall was not in the chair for the open- 
ing, being detained at Indianapolis by 
the illness of his wife. 92 

In his opening address to the House 
the Speaker paid tribute to Republican 
Leader Mann and predicted a practical- 
ly continuous session hereafter. . 

Speaker Clark’s Remarks. 

1 am profoundly grateful to you at 
the high honor of the speakership, 

thrice conferred by your friendship and 
partiality,” he said. I thank the Dem- 
ocrats for their personal good will, 
which has attended me all my days 
here. By reason of the amasing growth 
of our beloved country and the bewil- 
dering increase of business, the time 
is in sight when the Congress will re- 
maln practically in perpetual session. I 
hope this Congress will go into history 
as a working Congress.” 

The Senate floor and gallery presented 
the usual scene. James M. Baker, the 
Secretary, called the seusion to order, 
and the chaplain prayed for Divine guid- 
ance for the preservation of *peate at 
home and its restoration abroad.

May Tops $1.18%—Price and 
Associates Expect to Recover 
Losses in Corn. 


Come traders made big profits in 
wheat on the Merchants’ Exchange to- 
day, when under an avalanche of buy- 
ing orders at the openings prices on 
options recorded high records on the 
crop. December wheat sold at $1.13% 
compared with Saturdays close at 


$1.11%. May rose to $1.18%, against $1.14. 
Since last Monday, when the Canadian 
Government commandeered 
bushels of wheat in Canadian elevators. 
prices have mounted 16 cents per bushel. 

T. E. Price, head of T. E. Price & 
Co.; Thomas P. Lehy of the same firm, 
and Dennis J. Canty, who last week 
lost between them nearly $100,000 by 
being short specuiating in May corn, 
when it reached a 12-cent advance, are 
credited by traders with having made 
large profits on th? rise in wheat. 

Price Making Morey. 

Price told a Post-Dispatch “reporter 
that he was long a big line of wheat,

“There will be no peace until our un- 
fortunate brothers of Belgium and Ser 
via are assured of recovering their 
homes in complete security and inde- 
pendence. 

“There will be no peace until German 
imperialism and Prussian militarism is 
put beyond the possibility of resurrec- 
tion. 

“There will be no peace until a sys- 
tem of right, founded upon the victori- 
ous union of the allies, and supported 
by the free adherence of neutrals has 
abolished forever the violence of war. 

“Whatever may be the sacrifice 
France, united, will go steadily forward 
to accomplish this end. Today, before 
the terrible obstacle which confronts 
_ them, justice and liberty haye only one 

road—that which our nation in arms 
opens to them with the machine gun and 
cannon.”’ 

The declaration of M. Thomas derives 
added significance from the fact that 
in addition to his connection with the 
Cabinet he is one of the leaders of the 
Bociaiist party. 


NEW HITCHES 
ARISE AT ATHENS 


Press of Allied Countries De- 
mands Stern Action Against 
Greece. 


LONDON, Dec. 6—The negotiations 
between Greece and the allied Powers 
at Athens still drag, new hitches seem- 
ingly arising as the old ones are 
smoothed out. One day it is reported a 
ac lement has been reached, only to 
be followed the next by denial or ac- 
counts of fresh difficulties confronting 
the diplomats.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 6—Three outbreaks 
bs small bands of rebels within the las 
24 hours have been put down by the au- 
thorities, who now apparently have the 
situation well in hand. 

The cruiser Chao-Ho, seized yesterday 
afternoon by 40 men who boarded her 
by a ruse from a launch, was aban- 
doned by the rebels early today after 
the ship had been shelled and set on 
fire. It was reported at first that the 
crew of the Chao-Ho had mutinied, but 
it developed today that the bombard- 
ment by the cruiser of other warships 


and the arsenal was carried on under 


compulsion from the rebels, who sur- 
rrised and overpowered the crew. Thre? 
men on the cruiser were killed and five 
wounded. 

An attack from land on the arsenal 
at midnight was repulsed quickly after 
dome rifle firing. 

The third outbreak occurred at 4 
o'clock this morning. A party of 30 or 
40 rebels attacked the Chapel subpolice 
station, throwing bombs which killed 
one policeman and injured three. The 
cutlaws were dispersed by troopg. 

The rebels were unable to make use 
of the heavier guns as an officer of the 
Chao-Ho threw overboard the keys to 
the magazines containing the six-inch 
and the four-inch shells. His action 
probably saved the arsenal and the for- 
eign settlement from serious damage. 
Numerous shots fell in the foreign con- 
ceasions, but no serious harm was done.

as to whether ‘‘preparedness’’ transcends party lines. 

The opinions of both the living former Presidents of the United States, 
of former Ambassadors, of Governors, of presidents of the leading universi- 
ties and colleges and of men of big business are given. The unanimity of 
their views is unusual. All agree that ‘‘preparedness’’ is the parämount 
issue of today and that it is in no sense a party question. They urge that in 
its consideration by Congress, pratisanship ‘be put aside and that the plans 
for national defense be studied and acted upon from the broad viewpcnit of 
Americanism.. Even Col. Theodore Roosevelt, keenly critical as he is of 
President Wilson, urges the members of the Progressive party, as well as 
Democrats and Republicans, to lay aside all party feeling and affiliations 
and co-operate in an effort to secure the most adequate defense and the 


greatest good for the nation. 

The attempt of a few Republicans 
in Congress to make a party issue 
of “preparedness,” does not meet 


with the approval of the real leaders 
of the various political parties. These 
leaders frankly express their vigor- 
ous disapprobation. 

Inquiries Put te Public Men. 

This telegram was sent by the 
Post-Dispatch and the New York 
Worlg to a selected list of men ot 
prominence, whose views are of real 
value on a matter of this character;

1 think that both Republicans and Dem- 
berats, as well as Progressives, should 
put aside partisanship In the matter and 
that Congress should reject the utterly 
inadequate measures, not even half 
measures, set forth in the President's 
Manhattan Club speech and should give 
& génuine measure of preparedness by 
providing, not within five years but at 
once, a navy that will make us the sec- 
ond naval power in the world; by secur- 
ing such reorganization of the navy as 
will prevent a repetition of such fright- 
ful mishandling of the navy as that 
which caused it to deteriorate probably 
% per cent in efficiency during 1913 and 
1914; by securing provision at once for a 
professional army of at least 260,000 men, | 
an army which, relatively to the popu- 
lation of the United States would be no 
bigger than the police force of New 
York ip relatively to the population of 
the City of New York. 

“We should abandon at once. the at- 
tempt to create an inefficient volunteer 
force, such as the so-called continental 
army or any similar organization, which 
will only be an inefficient rival of the 
National Guard.

CHARLEMAGNE TOWER, former

BAD FINANCING 
WRECKED FRISCO 


Brief Filed at Jefferson City in 
Opposition to the Reorgani- 
zation Plan.

JEFFERSON CI „Dec. 6.—In a brief 
filed by his calls winx: before the Public 
Service Commission today opposing the 
reorganization plan of the Frisco rail- 
road, B. F. Yoakum charges that the 
misfortunes encountered by the road 
which resulted finally in the receiver- 
ship were due entirely to the bad fin- 
ancing of Speyer & Co. and Seligman 
& Co., the two firms most prominent in 
the reorganization scheme and which 
have been named as the reorganization 
managers. 

The brief dodanie that Yoakum built 
the property up and the New York fin- 
anciers wrecked it. 

The brief of the re-organizers also was 
filed today by Judge H. 8. Priest, attor 
ney for the receivers, and B. T. Swaine, 
attorney for the New York flanviers. It 
contends that an analysis of objections 
to the plan shows them to have been 
without merit. The question of wheth- 
er the fixed capital of property would be 
mereased or diminished by the re-organ- 
ization plan is carried into the briefs. 

Counse! for Yoakum show that the in- 
debtedness against the Frisco property 
is increased by $32,000,000. Counsel for 
the re-organizers explain that by relin. 
quishing the C. & E. I., the N. O. T. & 
M. and the New Orleans Terminal, 
whose outstanding obligations aggregate 
$€1,,000,000, the total is reduced by §29,- 
000,000, They maintain that these roads 
must still be carried as an obligation by 
the Frisco because their bonds are guar- 
anteed by the Frisco. 

“This property,” says the Yoakum 
brief referring to the Frisco system, 10 
the creation of Benjamin F. Yoakum, 
a big strong man mentally and physi- 
cally, born in Texas, not indeed to the 
Tyrian purple, but starting with nothing 
and making his way by his own ef- 
forts.’’ 

“Referring to the charge by Frederick 
Strauss made on the witness stand that 
Yoakum wanted to be made chairman 
of the board under the reorganization 
plan, the brief continues: 

Can it be wondered at that, after the 
misfortunes of this company, occurring 
while he was in control of its opera- 
tions, but due solely to bad financing. 
first by Seligman and afterwards by 
Speyer, after he bad worked faithfully 
and diligently for over two years, en- 
tirely without compensation, in the ef- 
fort to rehabilitate this property and he 
put it upon a sound financial basis, he 
should have had a not unnatural desire 
to be continued in some important ca- 
pacity with an enterprise with which he 
has been 80 long and so closely identi- 
fied. But, say some, untruly because 
these lesser matters do not determine 
the fate of great enterprises, he was 
the man that was responsible for the 
misfortunes of this road. It is not go."
